The sentence which I have marked 'A' in the draft 
deed is not correctly worded. The contingency which 
the money will revert to the Indian National Congress is 
that the daughter dies before reaching the age of 21 and 
the mother has pre-deceased her.

The balance 
of the amount may be invested in 34£ % Loan 1965 (National Plan 
Bonds) - second series, as this gives the highest yield 
at present. The interest on this loan is subject to tax, 

2. The A. l.C. C, Office is not correct in saying that 
interest on fixed deposits with banks is not subject to 
income-tax. All that happens is that no deduction on 
account of income-tax is made from this interest by the 
bank concerned before making the payment. In the case of 
interest on Government loans, however, income-tax 0 — /4/— 
per rupee is deducted before making payment. In both cases 
the recipient of the income has to submit in each year a 
return of his total income on which income-tax is assessed. 

This assessment takes account of the amount already paid 
or not paid and the amount is accordingly adjusted either 
by refund or by asking for additional payment. Therefore, 
from the income-tax point of view fixed deposit with a bank 
and investment in a Government loan are in fact on equal 
footing.

The Finance Ministry* s advice in regard to the 
investment of the Anita Bose Trust Fund 'is contained 
in Shri llegi's note below. 

2. The suggestion contained in para 2 of the Finance 
Ministry's note to invest 25 % of the amount in ten- 
year Treasury Savings Deposit Certificates appears good. 
The investment will no doubt be for a long period of 
ten years, but as it is only for a part of the amount, 
this may be accepted. 

3. The suggestions made in para 3 of the Finance 
Ministry's note have to be compared with the 
suggestion made ir para 6 of the A. I.C.C. 1 s note. 

The A. I.C.C. office have suggested investment in 
the shape of fixed deposit in the Punjab National i 
Bank because they think that interest accrued on 
fixed deposits will be free from income tax. I have 
had a talk with the Bank as well as with the A. I.C.C. 
office from which I gather that the position taken 
by the A. I.C.C. office is not quite correct. They 
take their stand on the fact that interest on fixed 
deposits is not deducted by the Bank at source. 

But this does not mean that the interest on fixed 
deposit is exempted from income tax. As soon as 
the income tax authorities know that a certain amount 
of interest has accrued, they will naturally ask 
for tax on that income. I have also consulted the 
C.3.K. on this point who say that exemption from 
income tax cannot be given in the case of Anita Bose 
1 Trust Fund -because it is not a 'trust for religious 
| or cbairtable purposes. 

4. In the case of Government securities, income tax 
is deducted at source at the rate of four annas in 
the rupee subject of course to adjustments later 
depending on the amount of other income of the 
individual concerned. If, therefore, the interest 

on fixed deposit in the Bank cannot be exempted 
from income tax, the investment in Government securities 
is clearly more advantageous, apart from being more 
sound also. I think, the investment in 3 % loan - 
1959/61 would be preferable as it is- for a shorter 
period.

A declaration of trust was made by both the trustees 
on 23rd May, 1954 to the following effecti- 
ve do further declare that should any of 
us die or become incapable of acting in 
the trust or be desirous of retiring 
from the trust the other of ourselves 
with the concurrence of the Working 
Committee of the Indian National Congress 
'•ppoint a new trustee in the place and 
stead of the Trustee^ dying or be combing 
incapable or retiring and thereupon the 
Trust Fund shall vest in the new trustees

Dr, B.C. Roy died on 1st July, 1962.

On the 10th January, 1961, "Daily Express" of London 
published a picture of Miss Anita Bose meeting the Prime 
Minister of India under the title ^'Quisling's daughter meets 
Nehru". 

Weeks have elapsed since without any of the numerous 
Indian journalists in London writihg a line in protest. The 
Indian Journalists Association, whose only function it is to 
give luncheons and dinners and to attend cooktail parties, 
have understandably had no time to t§ke up this important 
matter. As for the representatives of the Government of India 
in London, nothing need be said because the Indian people are 
fully aware of its activities or, rather inactivities, through 
various divulgences in the course of debates in the Paliament. 

It is extremely shameful, to say the least, that 
Indian representatives, both governmental and non-governmental, 
should remain silent on this matter. This mentality indicates 
no doubt as to how and why a huge country like India could be 
occupiedLby a tiny country like Britain for centuries. It is 
true that "Dally Express" has a right to hurl abuses in which 
it specialises, but lx it is inconceivable that had Washington 
or Masaryk or Lenin been similarly vilified, their compatriots, 
their representatives - both governmental and non-governmental 
would have swallowed the shame as did the Indians. Haven't 
the Indian developed the slightest self-respect even after 
thirteen years of independence? May God help India. 

Look at Britain's sensitiveness as a self-respecting 
nation. Her Queen travelled in Mercedes in Delhi and in 
Cadillac in Karachi. This has aroused a storm in Britain. 

Why not Rolls Royce? One does not have to Imagine how all 
Britain will rally together if a foreigner starts the "Daily 
Express" dirtiness on Britons. Then, of course, Britons are 
not Indians. Britons have always had self-respect. They do 
not kowtow to their former conquerors. 

A rumour is afloat among Indian students' circle 
that as a result of Netajl having been abused, the Queen may 
be greeted with posters and banners during her visit to 
Calcutta. I write to assure you that such a step will 
undoubtedly and unquestionably defeat the purpose it seeks to 
serve. The Queen as the Head of State is above politics and 
is dearly loved by all Britons irrespective of their political 
inclinations. The Queen had nothing to do with the abuse of 
"Daily Express". To drag the Queen down to this episode will 
be to alienate all Britons quite unnecessarily.

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My dear Arthur, 

T am writing to you about Anita Bose. Yesterday 
Lalite Ecse came to see se, Lalita is Subha s Chandra Bose* a 
niece. She told me that she was making arrangements for 
Anita to come to India for two or three months and began 
discussing these arrangements with me as to what places she 
should visit in India. From her talk I understood that Anita's 
visit here was likely to take place fairly soon. X have no 
objection to itj in fact, some years ago X had suggested for 
Anita to pay a brief visit to India. There was one difficulty, 
however, then and we had therefore not encouraged this Idea 
much. Tho difficulty was with the Eose family. There are 
some members of that family who still tend to create trouble, 
though they have somewhat toned down now. 

I told Lalita that there was no difficulty about Anita 
coming here so far as wo were concerned. In Delhi she would 
stay with me. If she pessed through Bombay, I would make 
suitable arrangements for her to stay there too. The question 
arose about Calcutta, I said that it was obviously desirable 
for Anita to stay with some members of the Bose family and not 
elsewhere. Lalita agreed. 

Later, coming to my office and speaking to the Foreign 
Secretary about this matter, ray attention was drawn to a letter 
you had written to him on the 3rd August last. In this letter 
you say that both Anita and her mother had told you that they 
had no intention Whatsoever of coming to India this year and 
that Anita was just entering the final year in school. The 
earliest she would be able to visit India would be towards the 
end of I960. I have told Lalita of your letter and said that 
there appeared to be some confusion about this natter. She 
said she would write to Anita herself and find out. 

It seems to ne that probably Anita herself would like 
to come to India for a while. But her mother does not approve 
of this at this stage. So far as we are concerned, we are 
agreeable to^any course she adopts. There is no question of 
pressing her^come here now or of discouraging her from doing so. 
All I was anxious about was that some members of the Bose 
family in Calcutta might not misbehave in ease Anita comes here.

I have received your letter of the 2nd December, giving 
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me the details of the remittances made to Anita. 

I find that altogether Es 30,000/- has been paid during 
the period from 25*3*1954 till December, 1953, which means that, 
during 57 months, money has been paid @ Rs 500/- a month. The 
amount paid is quite satisfactory. As a matter of fact, Lalita 
came to me a little while ago and said that Anita 1 s mother 
would like to have not monthly remittances but periodical remi- 
ttances, say, every six months Rs 3>000/-. I have given her 
the dates on which the remittances had been made, so that she 
might communicate them to Anita* s mother. 

I have been discussing the question of Anita's coming

over to India. I am enclosing a note, which will give you an 
idea o£ the ^present position regarding the house in Elgin Road. 
You will see that a part of the hou£e waS owned exclusively by 
Sarat Chandra Bose and that three-fourths of the property was 
owned jointly by Sarat Chandra Bose and Suresh Chandra Majumdar, 
both dead, and by Shri Asoke Kumar Sarkar, the present proprietor 
of the Hindusthan Standard* Therefore, if the heirs of Sarat 
Chandra Bose are not ready to receive Anita, it will be dif- 
ficult for her to come and stay at the Elgin Road house, even 
if she wants to.

Lallta Bose came to see me today. She has 
recently returned from Vienna where she saw a great deal 
of Anita and her mother* She has got letters from both 
of them for me. 

In these letters, they tell me that they have 
arranged to get Anita* s name legally registered as Bose, 
that is, she will be called Anita Schenkl Bose in future. 

They both want Anita to become an Indian national. 
There is no difficulty about that* But they add that 
they would like her to have double nationality, Austrian 
and Indian* The Austrian authorities have told them 
that while this is difficult, it is not wholly impossible* 
Apparently there have been some rare cases* But so far 
as India is concerned, I do not think it is legally 
possible. I do not myself see why Anita should have this 
double nationality* 

Lallta Bose tells me that arrangements have been 
made for Beta 3 i Bhavan to be handed over legally to Anita, 
I should like you to find out that there are no snags 
about this. Lallta told me that the people concerned 
have agreed although Araiya Bose first objected and also 
Satish Bose's son. But apparently this matter has been 
settled. Nevertheless you might find out what the 
position is. 

Lallta tells me further that Anita will be coming 
here in the near future, chiefly to go through these 
legal formalities about Netaji h avail. She will come 
by herself and spend about a fortnight in India.

2. I enclose herewith a copy of a note dated the 21st October* 
1955, from the Finance Ministry containing their suggestions 
in regard to the securities in which the available funds should 
be invested. Prime Minister thinks that these recommendations 
should be accepted. 




3. It may be pointed out that interest on fixed deposits in 
banks Is not free of income-tax. All that happens is that no 
deduction of income-tax is made by the bank at the time of 
payment of interest, while in the case of Government Securities* 
which are taxable* deduction is made before payment of interest, 
la either ease the return from investment is subject to tax. 

It will* however, be noticed that the 10-Year Treasury Savings 
Deposit Certificates yield interest • 3-1/2 % per annum and If 
held for full 10 years the yield works out to 3-1/2 % tax free.

You will rcnember sending ae a draft declaration 
of Trust in regard to Suites Bose's daughter* I had this 
examined in our Law Ministry here. They pointed out to 
ue that this was a very complicated procedure and, if 
possible, it should be avoided*

I do not know if you are acquainted with 
the story of Subhas Bose's wife and daughter in 
Vienna. We have decided to set aside two lakhs 
of rupees in some kind of a trust for the daughter 
and the present proposal is that the trustees should 
be Dr B.C. Roy, myself and the girl's mother, Frau 
Schenkl. The money comes from non-official sources 
and is being handled by the All India Congress 
Committee office. We have in fact for the present 
invested it in the joint names of Dr Roy and myself. 
We have also arranged to send 5s 1,500/- every 
quarter to Frau Schenkl for her daughter. This will 
represent, roughly, the interest we will get on this 
sum. 


2. These payments etc. will have to be done 
through Gundevia or through our man in Vienna who 
is in touch with Frau Schenkl. Probably, the 

AICC office have already approached External Affairs 
to help them in sending this money or they might do 
so later. You might please clear this up. 

3. Dr Roy has s£nt me a draft trust deed which 
I enclose. This is drafted in pompous legal 
language which I do not even understand at the first 
reading. You might have a copy of this draft deed 
sent to Gundevia so that it can be shown to Frau 
Schenkl in Vienna and her reactions taken. 


4. Personally, all this seems to be very 

complicated and I would prefer some simpler method. 
Also I do not quite understand how Dr Roy, myself 
and Frau Schenkl are going to collect at one place 
to sign this trust deed. p 


5, You might send a copy of this trust deed to 

our Law Ministry also for any comments they might 
make. Also for their general advice as to what 
would be the best course for us to adopt, i.e. the 
simplest course. The money is there and we wish to 
safeguard it till the girl attains a certain age.

This is in continuation of my letter of 
February 2 (No. F. 2-Pol (Au$/52) . I had Frau Schenkl 
over to tea when I was in Vienna and I have explained 
to her all that you have said in your last lettef of 
January 26. I have told her that the question of 
the official trustee does not now arise and that you 
will be sending us the draft deed and she can give us 
her comments, if she has any to make. 

I asked her if she would like the money sent 
to her direct and, as I expected, she is anxious that 
the money should be paid to her through our Legation. 
This way she hopes to avoid local taxation on the 
income, which might otherwise be substantial. I have 
hinted that it would not be our business to assist her 
In this in any manner or she should not expect that 
once regular payments begin, the matter is going to 
be kept confidential from the Austrian Government, 

This side of it, of course, is her business. 

As you are aware, she has, for some time past, 
been receiving a regular remittance of Rs,200 or 300 
from the Bose family. She expects, for various 
reasons, that this is now going to stop. I asked her 
if she wanted any immediate financial assistance from 
us , out of the balance that Ramaswamy still holds in 
her favour, and she said that she had requested 
Ramaswamy to keep the money with him for the present 
and she would ask for small sums from time to time, 
whenever she is in need.

You ■will recall the conversation I had last year about your 
daughter. You will also remember that the Working Committee of 
the All-India Congress desired to place a sum of money in Trust 
for ydur daughter. A considerable portion of the amount that is 
now being earmarked for your daughter was reififcCeed out of a film 
production depicting the career of Eetaji Subhas Chandra Bose. 

T e amount available is Rs 2 Lakhs, equivalent to about 15,ooo 
English Pounds. The proposal is that this money should be in the 
form of a Trust to be created on behalf of your d ughter who 
will be getting the interest out of the sum until she attains 
majority when she would be in a position to spend the money 
according to her own desire. The interest would amount to about 
35 English Founds a month. 

The working Committee of the Congress have delegated to 
Pandit Nehru and myself the task of making arrangements for this 
Trust. I would therefore like you to let us know about the 
following points:-

1. With whom do you think the Trust should be created, 

that is to say, who would be the Trustees.

2. v/e should like you to be one of the Trustees or any 
other person whom you nominate 

If on the other hand you do not want to be a Trustee, then 
we might put the money in the hands of the Official Trustee of the 
Government who will remit regularly the interest due on this sum 
to your daughter until she c ;n claim the Trust herself. 

I am sorry this is more or less a business letter but we 
are really keen on making some provision for the child and I am 
glad that the Working Committee have decided to create a Trust. 

Kindly let me know what you think of it.

REASONS FOR WITHHOLDING NEWS 
, OF MARRIAGE

Garibaldi had had: his illustrious wife. 
But on the day Netaji took his leave 
from wife and the child on way to the 
hazardous journey to South-East Asia 
at the call of the country, Mrs. Subhas 
Bose asked him what should be the 
name of the child. 

Netaji replied that the daughter was 
to be called Anita. 

Sri Bose confirmed that Mrs. 
Subhas Bose had not accepted any 
financial assistance from the Govern- 
ment of India, the Congress or any 
other Indian leader. So far he knew, 
Mrs Subhas Bose would not accept 
any financial help from sources other 
than the Bose family. 

He informed that Prime Minister Sri 
Jawaharlal Nehru had written to Mrs. 
Bose some time ago requesting her, as 
a friend of Netaji and in his personal 
capacity, to come to India and spend a 
couple of months here. She had not 
agreed to it, Sri Bose said, adding that 
when she would be here, she would 
come as a member of the Bose family. 

He suggested that the dale proceeds 
of the books written by Netaji and now 
published by the Netaji Publishing 
Society should: be kept aside for Mrs. 
Subhas Bose and. Anita. Others too who 
had been publishing books and selec- 
tions of speeches and articles of Netaji 
should make these sale proceeds avail- 
able to Mrs. Bine, he said. 

Sri Bose stated that he had first 
tnet his aunt and the niece on Sept. 1} T 
1947, the day he had reached Vienna. 
They had come to the railway station 
to meet him. 

He had on the lapel of his coat a 
button bearing the portrait of Netaji. 
It drew the notice of Anita Who could 
at once recognise her father, She : 
repeatedly told her mother; "Look, ! 
papa, papa." 

Sri Bose stated that when he took * 
leave of them at Vienna, Mrs. Bose I 
gave him some souvenirs of Netaji. 
Among them were photos of Netaji 
and his wife, the stone extracted after 
a gallstone operation on Netaji and a 
few other personal effects of Netaji. 

In reply to the question why th* 
news of Netaji’s marriage had not 
been disclosed earlier, h£ said it had, 
been withheld for the safety of Mrs. 
Subhas Bose and her child because 
Austria was then under the occupation 
of the Allied Powers.
